As the Bouisson Government 
appeared fayourably disposed 
to international consultation on 
currency stabilfsation, ‘there 
were hopes that thewdvent of 
this Administration: might lead 
to the early convening of a 
world conference on the subject.

Neville Chamberlain, Britain’s

their profits away from them will 
end the possibility of war.

J. A. Fraser, anid: The ncctised in 
charged with the mirder of a girl, 
Chui Wat-hing, at something like two 
In the morning of-April 20 bs’ stab- 
ding her with a knife outside 38

and immediately upon doing so he 
stabbed himnelf apparently with tho

These, facts 1 shall 
roughly in this manner: by the 
evidence of 2 man who was in No, 38 
ground floor and heard something 
pane between two persons who must 
pave been the accused and the girl 
outside the house immediately prior 
to the stabbing. In the conversation 
he heard “money” and “knife” men- 
tioned, then ho heard a acrenm for 
help and then the police whistle. 


There is nlso the evidence of an- 
other man who heard the whistle and 
arrived on the scene in time ta s¢e 
the accused trying to attempt suicide.

17, I have obtained the necessary 
permit from the British Boxing 
Board of Control, and intend going 
forward with my organisation: im- 
mediately.” 

British Boxing Board of Con-

Yet when the 
call for uction is sounded, no 
Government responds with a 
willingness to make the first 
move. ‘Quite recently, Mr. Mor- 
genthau, the United States 
Secretary of the Treasury, inti- 
mated in a broadeast on 
America's monctary policy, that 
the nations of the world should 
know that when they are ready 
tu seck exchinge stabilisation, 
Washington would be — no 
obstacle.

Many novice drivers experience 
diMiculty -in reversing the car ina 
confined space. 

The best .way of earrying out 

this operation is to keep the eyes 
fixed on the off-side of the car only, 
provided it is known that the open- 
ing is sufficiently wide for the cnr 
to pass through. The car should 
be driven as close to the observed 
side as possible; the other side 
can be left to itself.

PSYCHOLOGY

In the Edinburgh Evening Despatch : 


OW many ministers have re- 
cently been Infected by the 
craze for psychology?’ There has 
been nothing like it In modern 
times. Once the average minister 
studied theology; now he studies 
psychology. Where they used to 
examine, question, and believe in 
the Spirit of God, now many minis- 
ters investigate and pursue the 
waya and workings of the aplrit 
of man. 7 
Recently I met a minister who’ 
showed me a list of books he had 
got together, There were over 
fifty, and each was concerned with 
the study of psychology. He was. 
determined to read them to the 
bitter end. Alrendy within a 
fortnight he had preached two ser- 
mons directly bearing on the aub- 
ject, and one wondered how many 
more his congregations would be 


deluged with before he was satia- 


fied. No one would - seck to 
question the value and importance 
of psychological study. Fer the 
minister it js specially useful It fs 
as ifnportant and as far-reaching: 
ag the new knowledge of evolution 
was to our forefathers a genern- 
tion or two ago. But just as evolu- 
tion proved n scrious. menace to 
Christianity then because ft was 
given a place In thought and in 
faith out of all proportion’ to: its 
value, so the study of and belief 
in psychology is threatening the 


psychology had so worked into his 
soul that it had atirred up the very 
doubts that the average) man 
anawers spontancously and happily, 

It Ia probably this morbid side of 
psychology which ia ‘its greatest 
menace, Where:a patient is men- 
tally ill It is of great pe. It may 
help many a minister to overcome 
hia nervousness; it will guide him 
in treating the neurotic fears, 
quarrels, and temptations of the 
various members of his congrega- 
tion. ‘But juat as it is morbid for 
a Nealthy man to probe, into all 
the disensea and cures of medicine 
until sometimes he convinces him- 
self ho ia on martyr to them all, so 
it is dangerous for the normal in- 
dividual to feater hia mind with all 
the abnormal repressions, com- 
plexes, and inhibitions of mankind, 

Psychology is for the speclolist 
and those who must be treated, 
Of course, just as we are all the 
better for observing the laws of 
health, and the more we graap the 
sreneral Inws the more healthy we 
are likely to be, there, are broad 
paychological, principles with which 
iwe can make ourselves familiar to 
our mental and psychic happiness. 
It is one of the claims of religion 
that ‘it can give these to mankind. 
‘Not only is a too-close study of 
psychology a Jot of niud-stirring, 
but it may Jand the incautious ‘or 
swenk-willed or ignorant seeker do 
the mud, : 


spontancous faith and belief of this 
mere modern day. 

There is a deep and abiding ‘truth 
in psychology, only we must deter- 
mine the trath about it and keep 
it in its proper place. Where it 
aids the spirit of God or of man it 
is of values where it is a substitute 
for real religtous experiences it 
threatens the very heart and 
inspiration of Christianity.

‘tion of God in Jesus Christ. It will 
| probably mean that Instead of 
‘spontaneity of action due to ideal- 
ism or faith, men will be governed 
by psychological principles of the 
text-book, and so man may become 
‘na paycholagical sutomatum whose 
every impulse and urge is to be 
examined before he acts, The 
Spirit of God will be connoted in 
terms of instinct, repression, or 
inhibition, Relivion, it will be be- 
lieved, is sn emotional expression 
of a complex or a fear or a protest.

It may be claimed that by seck- 
ing to explain the Spirit of God we 
in no way take away from His 
reality.
